Of course, even if the 
Blue Ridge project is built, 
Che Corps can revive the 
Greenbrier projects any

Actually the West Vir¬ 
ginia legislature came 
very close to permanently 
blocking construction of 
Greenbrier Lake with the 
passage of the Natural 
Streams Preservation Act* 
The act prohibits any work 
which would alter the free- 
flowing characteristic* of 
a substantial part of a 
protected stream* The
